FRANCE TO BUY WHEAT 


It will be good news for Canadian 
growers that France is to buy ten million 
bushels or so of Canadian wheat during 
the next few months. A few months ago 
France was reported as one of the con- 
tinental countries which were engaged in 
the merry game of dumping bonussed 
wheat on the British market, depressing 
the price, and shutting out Canadian 
wheat, 

The French taxpayer, having paid a 
bonus to the French wheat-grower for 
exporting wheat, is apparently to be 
allowed now to import wheat for his own 
requirements, upon paying the prescribed 
duty, of course. The Canadian wheat- 
grower may thus get some cold consola- 
tion from knowing that he is not the only 
party to suffer from the French bonus- 
ing policy, in addition to the satisfaction 
he will derive from the opening of this 
small but welcome and unexpected de- 
mand, 


DOCTORS OR CIVIL SERVANTS? 

Parliament yoted down a proposal 
that the Dominion Government establish a 
state medical service. Exactly what the 
resolution called for the despatches do not 
state. The inference is that it would have 
committed the Government to the policy 
of providing “free’’ medical treatment for 
people living in all parts of the Dominion, 

The Government does of course pro- 
vide medical service for people living in 
remote points in the Territories, which are 
under Dominion administration, That has 
been accepted as a proper and necessary 
responsibility, and apparently has, as it 
ought to have, the entire approval of the 
public, 

But that the state should put all the 
doctors in the country on the public pay- 
roll, make them civil servants, and thus 
provide gratuitous service for people in all 
sections of the Dominion, is quite a differ- 
ent proposition, That the Dominion, and 
not the provinces, could undertake the 
duty is in itself a pretty large legal ques- 
tion. 

That aside, the root of the matter is 
this: would the patient be likely to get 
from a state doctor the close attention he 
gets from the private practitioner, who is 
usually also a personal friend? That in 
the nature of things could not be expected 
from a civil servant, whose salary would 
go on just the same whether his patients 
lived or died. 


LEAVE It TO THE CUT WORM 


With the seed going into the ground, 
the western farmer is still being told that 
he should sow less wheat, and let the 
world eat up the surplus that has kept 
down the price of the last two crops. 

That is good advice where the farmer 
can grow something that promises to bring 
him a better return, Where that is the 
case he is probably so directing his busi- 
ness, and would do this without any ad- 
vice from outsiders. In this part of Al- 
berta there has undoubtedly been a move- 
ment toward more diversified farming, 
and the records will likely show a corres- 
ponding decrease in the wheat acreage. 

But the wheat growers in the distinc- 
tively wheat-growing sections of the west 
must grow wheat or nothing. Stock rais- 
ing is simply not practicable in parts 
where the water supply is dovbtful. There 
is no other crop which the farmers of 
those sections could grow on a large scale 
that offers a better prospect of profit than 
wheat. And between growing wheat and 
growing nothing, the farmer may pointed- 
ly ask his advisers when the latter course 
ever naid dividends? 

The notion that the farmer can decide 
at seed time how much wheat is to be 
threshed next fall is a curious miscalcula- 
tion. A big acreage does not always mean 
a big crop. If what the Government offi- 
cials have been predicting about the likeli- 
hood of a cut worm plague this year comes 
true, Canada’s wheat surplus may disap- 
pear without any retrenching policy on 
the part of the farmer. But in that event 
there will be no rejoicing six months hence 
in the camp of the small crop advocates.

There is proof in this that conditions 
in Edmonton respond less quickly than in 
other c'ties to a change in general condi- 
tions. This may in part be due to the 
location of the city, well toward the west- 
ern edge of settlement and development. 
Undoubtedly it is in part due to the fact 
that the country surrounding Edmonton 
does not depend entirely upon the proceeds 
of the wheat crop. Even in the boom years 
of wheat growing, mixed farming did not 
altogether lose out «in this section of 
Alberta, And in ail years Edmonton draws 
revenue from the coal trade that is done 
by the mines in this district with points 
in the prairie country. This diversity of 
revenue-sources gives a measure of 
stability to business’ conditions in Edmon- 
ton that is not enjoyed by other western 
centres. 

The descriptions which have been 
given in parliament of the distressing con- 
ditions prevailing among farmers in the 
Strictly wheat-growing sections of the 
west do not accurately present the posi- 
tion of farmers generally in the Edmon- 
ton district. Nor is the business situation 
and prospect in Edmonton to be measured 
by the standards which apply in cities 
which are wholly dependent upon wheat- 
growing farmers. 

Diversified farming and mining have 
helped to modify in Edmonton, and 
throughout this part of the west, the re- 
action upon business of the slump in 
wheat prices. The same factors will help 
to induce a rapid recovery once world cur- 
rents of trade have begun to move more 
briskly.

absorption method, what effect does 
it have on the veins and the = entire 
system? Does this treatment affect 


the health tn after years? Would you 
advise it?” 

Answer: The injection method for: 
destroying varicose veins is usuaily to 
be preferred over surgical removal of 
vein, The substance injected 
tends to dry up the vein and stop the 
circulation to that part. Most varicose 
veins can be partially cured through 
certain physiotherapy treatments, so 
that there is usually no need for 
elther the injection or surgical meth- 
ods. A good home treatment is to ap- 
ply ice several times daily directly 
to the enlarged vein, The cold of the 
ice tends to contract the muscles in 
the veins and also the muscle fibres 
in any surrounding tssue, but allows 
the circulation to continue. There are 
many cases of shrunken limbs where 
the injection or surgical treatment is 
used. This is due to the complete 
stoppage of the blood going to certain 
muscles,
